A PRIVATE AFFAIR 

A news story the other dny predicted that 
President Truman would let the Republicans 
choose their presidential candidate before 
picking hlB riinnlnK mate on the Democratic 
ticket. The story 'mlRht have nddcd that Mr. 
Truman would also wait until the chosen 
Republican .selected his running mate, with 
Uie help of political ndvlserfl. 

There Is nothing new or startling in this 
piece ol news. It Is concerned with n tradi- 
tional rite of American politics that por- 
lormed every lour years. The participant* 
change, but the ritual remains unaltered. 

The naming of a candidate for vice prwl- 
dent climaxes this rite, but It Bets scant at- 
tention at the time. It- Is hurried throuRh as 
an antl-cUmax to the usually exciting busi- 
ness 0/ selecting the top man on the ticket. 
Not only do the people have nothing to say 
■bout this choice; even the convention delo- 
Bdtcs are virtually voiceless In the matter. 

This doea not mean that capable men have 
not been chosen by this method. It does not 
mean that they are Incapable of being elected 
In their own right. Theodore Rooievelt man- 
aged to be, and so did Calvin ColIIdge. Mr. 
Truman may make It three. But however 
able an elected PrcJldenffl BUCCBSSor may 
be, the manner of selecting him ^ a con- 
tradiction of democratic government. 

Of the 20 men Who have been chosen Presi- 
dent by popular election, seven have died In 
olflcB. One would think that thla Is a high 
enough percentage to persuade politicians 
that their condldate U mortal. Vet the poa- 
ilble occupant of the White House la choaen 
privately by a small group, or aometlmea by 
an Individual, and, as a rule, the reaaons for 
the choice have little to do with preildentlal 
qualifications. 

The choice lor vice president must not come 
from the same section of the country aa the 
party choice for Prealdent. If he cornea from 
the same general neighborhood oa the op- 
position's presidential candidate, that Is sup- 
posed to be so much the better. It Is all right 
Jor him to be wealthy, If he didn't get hia 
wealth In a politically embarrassing man- 
ner. He Is supposed to be well liked in hla 
home state, and to wield aome political In- 
fluence. 

Usually a governor, a congressman or a 
xuccessful businessman will fill the bill. 

It has been auggested that there ahould be 
preferential primaries In all states once In. 
rour- years which presidential hopefuls would 
have to enter. The Idea la worth considering 
And It would be even better If the second- 
place aspirants were required to do the same. 
The results might not bo too different, but 
at least the Ideal of popular government 
would bo more of ft reality. 



ANOTHER BAD EXAMPLE 

After reading an. account of that wild, 13- 
day party at Boise. In which 'teen-agers 
nearly wrecked a home whoso owner was out 
of town. It's quite natural for- one to- ask 
that oge-old question: "What's this world 
coming to?" 

At least well have to admit that with 15 
boys and girls In custody of Boise Juvchtle 
authorities and 29 others scheduled for ar- 
rest In connection with this unusual whlng- 
ding. It's too aerloua a demonstration of 
Juvenile delinquency to be classed ns any- 
thing but alarming. 

Hot only did 'these youngsters "consume 
beer and liquor like water," according to the 
authorities, but In their drunken revelry 
they ripped out plumbing and wiring, wrecked 
atoves, destroyed clothing and Uttered the 
home with empty bottles. 

It's extreme examples such as this which 
emphasize the need for constructive efforts 
to cope with our Juvenile problems. It should 
, be warning enough that every last one of us 
ahould support such a program as that now 
being undertaken by the local youth council. 

To keep 'teen-agers wholesomely occupied 
Is a real problem.. And to accomplish any 
such purpose will require more public In- 
terest and support than has been demon- 
strated so for. 

When the youth council auggests employ- 
ment of a full-time recreational director 
for the city, the erection of a gymnasium- 
auditorium, and such things as a year-around 
road to the Magic Mountain area, don't 
minimize the Importance of such proposals. 

LINGERING ALLERGY 
It la sold that President Truman savt a 
balcony that caught hla fancy on some of his 
travels, and now would like It duplicated on 
the White House. 

We fear a carrying out of this reported 
project might create a wrong impression and 
arouse opposition, even though Mr. Truman 
hasn't been In Rome.

Where oil Is readily available the dlesel li replac- 
ing the traditional type locomotive and even when 
the "Iron horse" rcmalrw he U likely to l>e poMrcd 
with oil rather than cool. Tho Union Pacific Is ustag 
an enormoiu amount of oil pull equipment considering 
lhaO^<"ns and operates cool mines of Its own and 
pas3M~lhrough a coal country. 

Here U one of the achievements of John L. Lewis, 
steering users who must know they can get their fuel 
when itra whore they need It away from a fuel whoco 
fate one man controls. OH like coal Is produced by 
union labor, but oil unions hare no Lewis or any dis-

'Recovery EaaentlaT 
European recovery, we leel sure, 
la essentia] to preservation ol baalo 
freedom In the most critical area 
of the eWorld today. European 
economic recovery la essential to a 
return ot normal trade and com' 
meres throughout the world— 1 
want peace. We want aecurity- 
(Tcat crisis has to be met Do we 
meet the situation vlth action or do 
we step aside and allow other foroea 
to settle the pattern of future 
European civilization" 

Those atalementa give us a picture, 
I believe, ot an America (and other 
countries) lultering all the dire dls- 
ablllllcs which aocrue from a lack 
of world peace. Marshall and Sec- 
retary of Commerce Harrlman told 
the committee that the aid program 
would put burdena on the Ameri- 
can people. Harrlman tiamed high 
prices as one burden and said that 
the project would add to our dif- 
ficulties in trying to control In- 
flation. 

Gains Worth Cost 
Both secretaries, however, 
serted that the gains would be worth 
the coiit- 

Ruula has made It clear that she 
la determined on communlring west' 
eni Europe and adding: It Co Uti 
under her domination. Hiero 
wo ways of slopping this ok- 
greulon. One Is to create a mlH' 
taiy barrier through central EU' 
rojie— a task whlcli only the United 
States could Undertake, and ahe 
won't do It. The other Is lo put tlio 
countries of western Europe on their 
feet economlcollj' so that they 
defend llienuelves— and ol course 
that Involves ths Marshall plan.
